When the war broke out, he entered the American army, and 
organiged’an artillery company, of which he was made Captair. 
‘At thietime, remember, he was only 19. He showed such ability 
that he was put on Washington’s staff, as private secretary to 
the General. This post he held until 1781. Then, being very 
anxious to do some more fighting instead of so much writing, he |; 
managed to get transferred to a field command and distinguished 
himself at Yorktown, where he led the Americans in their final 
assault on the British redoubts. The year before he had married 
the daugBter of that Gen. Philip Schuyler who had done so much 
to retartBurgoyne in his progress through New York State. “This 
marriagesgave him entrance into the most exchisive ‘social circle 
of New Yerk City. 

After the war Hamilton spent a year in Congress. He was 
a very.cléearsighted man and understood that the only solution for 
most ofthe country’s difficulties lay in a strongly centralized form 
of government. But he could not get Congress to act upon any 
of his suggestions. And so he went back to New York, where he 
practiced law, and wrote some brilliant articles upon political mat- 
ters. Ha desired a highly efficient, aristocratic form of govern- 
ment, over which the educatéf classes and the big property owners 
should-have a full measure of control. When he learred that this 
would. ba impossible, the majority of the people insisting upon a 
“‘demdéracy,’’ he used his best efforts to securing the adoption of 
our present Constitution. 

en- Washington became President, he chose Hamilton for 
his Cabinet as Secretary of the Treasury. He held the post until 
1795, ani@once more returned to New York and took up his private 
law practice, but he remained the continual and chief adviser of 
W - When he was only 47 years old, he was shot dead in 
a duel by Aaron Burr, on the 12th of July, 1804. The scene of this 
tragic. affair was the village of Weehawken, on the Jersey shore 
of the. Hpdson River. ' 

The services of Alexander Hamilton to his adopted country 
cannot be overestimated. As early as 1776 he had pleaded for’ 
the collection of Federal taxes by Federal agents. It was his de-| 
vice by which the Federal Government later assumed the war |/ 
debts of the states, secured great reyenues and strengthened its 
hold upon the individual citizen who had never paid much atten- || 
tion to the tax-gatherers of their own sovereign states.
